Growth of the -Junior 
College Movement 


R. E. B ELL 


t h ; 
he American Association 
of 
Junior Colleges rtjvorts 
200,000 students w ere enrolled this y ear in 575 Junior 
Colleges of the country. T h e ju n io r college movement is not 
old, and its rem arkable grow th in popularity stam ps it as 
meeting a vital need iii our educational system. The large 
enrollm ent in our big universities m akes it impossible for 
them to give the personal atten tio n misled by the l>oys and 
girls just g raduated from high school. It is predicted by 
many students of educational progress th a t in the near 
future many big universities will refuse to enroll students 
until they have two years of college work in a smaller 
school. The junior college bridges th* wide gap I atw een 
high school and the big university, and thus saves mal v 
young people from scholastic and moral failure. The num ­ 
ber of first year students w ho fail and are sent home fr* m 
the larger colleges of the country every year is shocking in 
the extreme. W ith proper personal attention, such as is 
given in the smut lier schools, most of them could have been 
saved. It is a tragic m istake to suppo.-e th at tin* big school 
is the l**st place for the im m atu re Boys and girls just out 
< f h i g h 
s c h o o l . 
A strong editorial in the Saturday Evening Post gives 
strik in g proof of the value of the small school: 
“ It 
should never Is* forgotten that flu* small college, 
rath e r than the g rea t university, is the backbone of tsl- 
ucation in the United States. T he wink done in the two 
types of institutions overlaps broadly, but neither entire­ 
ly covers tile field of the other. In graduate, professional, 
and highly specialized studies the little freshw ater college 
cannot compete w ith the great university; I nit in laying 
the foundations of a liberal education, in forming charac­ 
ter by lx*nign hum an contacts, in fitting the student for 
life itself ra th e r than for th e job that is lait a p art of life. 
the small college still stands w ithout a rival.” 
Dr. Frederick Why of the S tate University at Austin 
assigns to D ecatur Baptist College, at Decatur. Texas, the 
distinction of I**ing the oldest ju n io r college in tile world. 
This I it I Ie* school is not yet fifty years old. but its rem ark­ 
able 
record in turning out men ami 
women who have 
later distinguished 
them selves in 
higher institutions of 
learning and in the various w alks of life gives striking 
proof of the t rut Ii of the editorial of the S aturday Evening 
Post given above. B aylor U niversity at Waco will soon be 
a hundred years old., but only four of its women graduates 
have gone on to receive the Ph. D. degree, and one of these 
is a g rad u ate of D ecatur College.If the advantages offered 
at D ecatur College w ere as widely advertised as they d* - 
serve to l*e it would Is* unable to acommodate the large 
nullifier of young people w ishing to enroll next fall.

Of the five m illion dollars which he cut out. $1,821,325 w as money the legis­ 
lature had appropriated for the support of eleem osynary institutions. Includ­ 
ed in this amount was $1,524,674. which was to lie distributes! between the tea 
State hospitals for the insane which would have gone a long way toward 
remedying the condition 
which is now rending the G overnors heart. 
Other item s vetoed by the governor included: $138,000 for two of our State 
tubercular hospitals; $70,131 for two of our State Orphan's homes; $50,520 for 
the Texas School for the Blind: $38 000 for the two institutions for wayward 
boys and girls. 
L et’s see if tile governor can hang this on the legislature.
